Crusade Organized In T e x a s to E r a d i ­ 
cate P est T h a t Poisons Trees. 
The alarming destruction of Texas 
trees through the agency of the poison­ 
ous mistletoe has induced M. B. Da­ 
vis. secretary of the Texas Audubon 
society, to sound a warning to those 
Interested In trees to destroy the m is­ 
tletoe before it In turn denudes th e 
State of its forests. 
Every municipality in Texas is a f­ 
flicted with the pe>t. and it has been 
stated by an authority that the life of 
r tree when thoroughly inoculated with 
mistletoe poison will terminate In about 
seven years,” said Mr. Davis to the 
Waco correspondent of the Fort Worth 
Record. 
"It is carried from one tree to 
another by certain birds feeding on 
the berries, and wherever it finds lodg­ 
ment on trees susceptible to Its deadly 
parasitic growth its blight proves fa­ 
tal in time unless heroic treatment is 
applied. At this season, while the ever­ 
green parasite is clearly discernible up­ 
on the bare boughs, the work should be 
done. 
"The Texas mistletoe (Phoradendron 
flavescens) differs materially from its 
kindred parasite evergreen of Europe 
(Viscum album), held in veneration by 
the Druids, which is kept in check in 
the old world, but cultivated to some 
extent for winter decoration. 
The va­ 
riety in the cotton states Is far more 
pernicious and must be wholly exter­ 
minated or the trees will all perish 
from its baleful blight. 
Any one may 
observe from car windows that entire 
forests are being kllle I by mistletoe. 
"it is a beautiful but horrible para­ 
site and can be destroyed finally only 
by cutting off the entire bough on 
which its growth appears. 
The hack- 
berry, which is popular in tlie cities as 
a shade tree. Is one of the favorites 
of 
this 
poisonous 
parasite, 
and 
in 
nearly every city in this state (Texas) 
Where hackberry trees have been plant 
ed about 25 per cent of them have al 
ready died from mistletoe poison.”

Crusade Organized In Texas to Eradh 
cate Pest T hat Poisons Trees. 
The alarming destruction of Texas 
trees through the agency of the poison­ 
ous mistletoe has induced M. B. Da­ 
vis, secretary of the Texas Audubon 
society, to sound a warning to those 
interested In trees to destroy the mis­ 
tletoe before it in turn denudes the 
It.ate of its forests. 
“Every municipality in Texas Is af­ 
flicted with tile pest, and it has been 
stated by an authority that the life of 
r tree when thoroughly inoculated with 
mistletoe poison will terminate in about 
seven years,” said Mr. Davis to the 
Waco correspondent of the Fort Worth 
Record. “It is carried from one tree to 
another by certain birds feeding on 
the berries, and wherever it finds lodg­ 
ment on trees susceptible to Its deadly 
parasitic growth its blight proves fa­ 
tal in time unless heroic treatment is 
applied. At this season, while the ever­ 
green parasite is clearly discernible up­ 
on the bare boughs, the work should be 
done. 
“The Texas mistletoe (Phoradendron 
flavescens) differs materially from its 
kindred parasite evergreen of Europe 
(Viscum album), held Iii veneration by 
the Druids, which is kept in check in 
the old world, but cultivated to some 
extent for winter decoration. 
The va­ 
riety in the cotton states is far more 
pernicious and must be wholly exter­ 
minated or the trees will all perish 
from its baleful blight. 
Any one may 
observe from car windows that entire 
forests are being killed by mistletoe.

derman Dunn and William K. Reyn­ 
olds have taken an active interest In 
the plans of Mrs. Gould and will see 
the project through. 
The Hopkins 
homestead and the land upon which 
it stands, comprising two and one-half 
acres, are valued at approximately 
$20,000. 
The adjoining property can 
be bought for $10,000. 
When the furnishing of the house 
has been completed to Mr. Gould’s sat- j 
isfaction in accordance with his moth­ 
er’s expressed desires the intrinsic 
worth of tile property will be greatly 
enhanced, while as a historical relic its 
value can hardly be measured. 
The house is a large structure of co­ 
lonial design and commodious rooms. 
It has withstood the wear and tear of 
occupants and the effects of weather 
and climate wonderfully, most of its 
heavy timbers being as sound to the 
heart as the day the admiral saw them 
raised to form the framework of his 
homestead. Standing on an eminence 
overlooking the city, with its northern 
portion in the immediate foreground, it 
occupies one of the picturesque spots 
of Providence. 
In her effort to restore the old co­ 
lonial aspect to the place Mrs. Gould 
has transformed the various rooms of 
the stanch old homestead into veritable 
museums of antiquity and Hopkins 
family relics. 
So successful has been 
her quest for furniture and bric-a-brac 
of a character to restore the ancient ap­ 
pearance of the house’s interior that a 
visit to the place imparts the sensation 
of stepping a century backward and 
becoming part and parcel of the fa­ 
mous admiral’s time. 
It needs but a slight stretch of the 
imagination to bring America’s first 
naval commander to life and place him 
in the mammoth chair beside the fire­ 
place or at a table littered with maps, 
charts and designs of ships in his 
chamber on the second floor, there to 
work out problems of defense and of­ 
fense with his miniature fleet. 
So completely has been preserved 
the furniture of the Revolutionary pe­ 
riod and the subdued, time worn color­ 
ings of the interior decorations main­ 
tained that the illusion is hardly dis­ 
pelled by the rumble of the twentieth 
century trolley along the highway with­ 
in a few rods of the door or the shriek 
of the locomotive’s whistle as the Bay 
State limited express enters the rail­ 
road yard at the foot of Charles street. 
The kitchen of the dwelling has been 
restored to what it was in the admiral’s 
time. 
The old fireplace, the heart of 
the mansion, has been replaced proba­ 
bly exactly as it was IOO years ago, 
even to the rough laying of the bricks 
in the fireplace Itself and the generous 
hearthstones, which extend over nearly 
a third of the floor space of the room. 
While not as large as 
in houses 
et an earlier period, th 
fireplace Is 
ample and capable of taking iii a good 
sized log. 
The fittings with which it 
was equipped are identical with the 
period of the house’s construction and 
are relics of the Hopkins family pos­ 
sessions. 
The crane, kettles and and­ 
irons are of the type made for use and 
not for show. 
To add still further to the original 
appearance of the kitchen, its furni­ 
ture includes a spinning wheel, a linen 


wheel and a bobbin winder of the old 
time textile layout 
The walls are 
adorned with a cup railing, from which 
hang specimens of old china, while 
stuffed birds ami other bric-a-brac held 
in high esteem a century ago are in ev­ 
idence aIkuit the room. 
The kitchen’s crowning glory among 
Its articles of furniture, however, Is 
the bear's cluw mahogany table with 
its rich polished surface and solid, sub­ 
stantial construction. 
It Is no task at 
all to believe that generations of th® 
Hopkins family sat around this hoard 
and fell to lustily after the head of 
the household had said that long and 
somewhat wearisome grace offered in 
colonial days. 
The donor of this substantial his­ 
torical monument to the city was born 
in Providence, the daughter of George 
and .Sophia Hawes West. In early life 
she moved to Taunton with her par­ 
ents, where she lived until she was 
twenty. At that age she married Fred­ 
erick Gould of Boston, who has had a 
notable career as a member of the 
Harvard faculty. 
Mrs. Gould inherited the Hopkins 
mansion from her great-aunt. Eliza­ 
beth Angell, after whom she was 
named. 
Mrs. Gould was active in the 
Rhode Island chapter of the Colonial 
Dames, the Society of the Descendants 
of the Mayflower aud the Daughters 
of the American Revolution. 
It was 
her desire that she be buried near the 
Hopkins Park monument, where her 
mother and sister lie.

The grand 
square piano was made in France and.

Among the wall ornaments is a large 
oil painting of Miss Calla by Paul Jo- 
bert. There are also pictures of Mines.

Beach Yaw and other singers of note. 
There is a large photograph of the 
shah of Persia, one of Colonel Henry 
Mapleson and one of Walter I. Badger, 
a lawyer of Cambridge, Mass., who is 
said to have helped the girl to get her 
musical education. 
There is a large polar bear rug, the 
gift of the shah of Persia. It is about 
sixteen feet long and about ten feet 
wide. The furniture of the dining room 
is of rare beauty aud Is said to have 
come from Egypt.

Ho Expects ta Do 8ome Good—Ac­ 
companied by Double Allotment of 
Seeds and Offer of Farm Bulletins. 


William J. Cary, who represents one 
of the Milwaukee districts In the house 
of representatives, is keeping his con­ 
stituents thoroughly informed about 
affairs in Washington. 
Mr. Cary Is 
serving his first term In cougress. 
Ile 
had some legislative experience before 
coming to the capital, aud accordingly 
in his three months’ life as a maker of 
the nation's laws he has not been be­ 
guiled by the leaders. 
As a rule, the new congressman 
changes his impressions of Washington 
when he has been here a month or 
two. Along this line a story is told of 
a western representative who came to 
Washington some years ago breathing 
hostility to every kind of corporate 
wealth, especially railroad corporations. 
Six weeks later he was a changed man 
and confided to one of his friends that 
the railroads “are all right.” 
He con­ 
fessed that observation and experience 
had convinced him of the error of his 
position 
in 
believing 
transportation 
companies 
enemies 
of 
the 
public. 
“Why,” he continued, “I’m for the rail­ 
roads. and, for all I care, they can 
make a roundhouse out of statuary 
hall.” 
Representative Cary is not this kind 
of a congressman. 
He is “on the job” 
for the people and has Informed the 
folks back home that he has found a 
deplorable condition of affairs in Wash­ 
ington, says a special correspondent of 
the New York Post, He has discovered 
also, he says, the way that good bills 
are killed. 
In order that the voters of the Fourth 
Wisconsin district may have an ac­ 
curate account of his congressional 
stewardship Mr. Cary has prepared a 
circular letter which he is sending out. 
In the upper right hand corner of the 
letter is a half tone likeness of the Mil­ 
waukee representative and below it the 
label of the typographical union. 
Mr. 
Cary was a telegraph operator before 
he entered public life and has Intro­ 
duced several bills to regulate the af­ 
fairs of the telegraph companies. 
It appeal's from Mr. Cary’s letter that 
his committee work in Washington 
takes so much of his time that he can­ 
not go Into details In explaining what 
he has found since he became a nation­ 
al legislator. 
He is a member of two 
committees District of Columbia and 
ventilation and acoustics. 
The last 
named meets on alternate leap years. 
Every 
senator and representative 
gets an annual allotment of 15,000 
packages of garden seed and an equal 
allotment of farmers’ bulletins. It was 
to accompany his seeds and bulletins 
that Mr. Cary prepared bis circular let­ 
ter. Hear him: 
“I am writing a hasty note to inclose 
with your seed and to explain that I 
could not get all the varieties you 
wanted, as the government seed ware­ 
house burned down and ruined all the 
seed originally gathered. However, I 
Inclose a double allotment of every 
kind of seed In the seed department 
and hope you will find plenty to suit. 
lf you need more, just write me. I in­ 
close a list of farm bulletins. If you 
want any of these, Just mark the num­ 
bers and send the list to me. You can 
mark as many as you wish. 
“I find affairs in Washington Just 
about as described in the campaigns. 
If some of the people knew what their 
representatives do here they would be 
astounded. It is a terrible menace to 
the welfare of our country to see men 
here doing all they can to prevent bills 
going through congress, for the benefit 
of the people, sneaking into corners to 
whisper to corporation lawyers and at­ 
tending dinners and receptions given 
by men who have special bills to pass 
Instead of attending their committee 
meetings for the good of the people. I 
have introduced several good bills, one 
of them the farmers’ denatured alcohol 
bill, which will enable the farmer to 
make alcohol out of the waste material 
on his farm and use It to light and heat 
his house, pump his water and run his 
farm machinery with the stuff he now 
throws away. 
This is explained In 
John Dickert’s letter ou the editorial 
page of the Free Press of Feb. 17. I 
will send you a copy of the bill and 
say more about it later, as I am too 
busy now with committee work to do 
It. A plan of killing a good bill is to 
call two or three committee meetings 
at the same time so that a congress­ 
man cannot get to them nil, and they 
kill his bill In one committee while he 
is attending the other. 
However, I 
learned a few things myself while I 
was alderman and sheriff, and these 
fellows have found out that they can­ 
not put me up a tree. 
“I inclose newspaper which printed 
an editorial about me here. If there is 
anything I can get you here, just drop 
me a line. Please write and let me 
know If you get the seed.” 
It Is Mr. Cary’s Idea that a letter like 
this ought to help some.

Already tbe state de­ 
partment has been deluged with re 
m onstrances and protests from irish 
patriotic 
organizations, 
all 
directed 
against 
the 
new convention. 
More­ 
over. this opposition 
has developed 
before anything specific as to the n a­ 
ture and scope of the new treaty has 
been 
made 
known 
officially. 
There 
has been nothing more than a refer­ 
ence to the subject In the British par 
llament and some statem ents in ex­ 
planation baaed upon that declaration 
In 
American 
newspapers. 
So 
the 
protest ants are in the singular posi­ 
tion of directing their fire without 
knowledge that there is any enemy, 
for it may be that ¡he new convention 
1s drawn upon lines that free it from 
the 
objection 
made 
to 
the 
Olney- 
Pauncefote convention. 
In that case 
it was alleged that America stood in 
danger of losing territory as the re­ 
sult of an adverse arbitration. 
In the 
present instance, while the rule of the 
state departm ent prevents the publi­ 
cation of any details. It is the under­ 
standing of the officials of the state 
department that the same objection 
would not lie, for the limitations are 
so narrow that there is no danger that 
finest ions involving the integrity of 
territory can ever lie drawn into a r ­ 
bitration against the will of our gov­ 
ernment. 


Show Lack of Understanding. 


T he protests so far received at the 
state departm ent also show a lack of 
understanding of the n atu re of the 
treaty which binds Great Britain and 
Japan. 
In the protests, fear is ex­ 
pressed that America will find herself 
confronted by n combined British and 
Japan» o fi< oj in the event of any so 
riot s issue arising betw een the United 
Stains and Japan.

The legitimate you must care­ 
fully foster. 
It is very easy to over­ 
step the line and cripple it. 
H asty, ill 
advised legislation often proves worse 
than no legislation at all. 
I am a firm 
believer in liiiernlism, in freedom of 
action, of too few ra th er than too m any 
ham pering laws, and, having found tlie 
best remedy, apply it. 
“There seems to 
I k? general agree­ 
ment th a t your currency system has 
proved inadequate, and various legis­ 
lative measures are proposed to im­ 
prove it. 
If I may venture a sugges­ 
tion. I would say th a t before adopting 
hasty laws it might is? well to get the 
advice of an expert commission on 
w hat is best to In» done. 
Choose a 
body of men - distinguished men who 
understand the subject thoroughly and. 
above all. men who have the confidence 
of the public—and let them d raft the 
needed reforms. 
You have men who 
are above personal interest. 
“To my mind, one of the greatest 
evils of any nation is the influence of 
pernicious lobbying in behalf of spe­ 
cial Interests. H aving obtained the rec­ 
om m endations of your experts, enact 
legislation in accordance. 
T hen tlie 
chances are th a t you will have few er 
mistakes to correct than might happen 
after hasty action. 
“ You will pardon my criticism th at 
one important tiling you lack in the 
United States is concentrated, forceful 
public opinion. 
I am speaking now in 
reference to w hat 1 call your illegiti­ 
mate progress. 
Your people do not

continue and patronize them because of 
the tem porary profits they derive.

You need that kind of pub­ 
lic opinion which will inflict Its punish­

This force 
need not alw ays come from the general 
public,

circle.

Let It Frame Laws to Improve Cur* 
rency, Advisee Great British Finan­ 
cier— Tells of th* Danger In Having 
Pcnio After Panic. 


No man stands higher in the world 
of financial science than Lord Welby. 
H e was Gladstone's right hand adviser 
In financial affairs. As a member of 
the first London county council he es­ 
tablished the existing system of financ­ 
ing the metropolis. 
For a score of 
years, 
as 
permanent 
undersecretary 
of the treasury, he practically con­ 
trolled England’s financial affairs. Re­ 
tired now. be watches the world with 
the keen observance of Intim ate un­ 
dem anding. particularly the 
United 
States. To the New York W orld’s spe­ 
cial correspondent a t London he re­ 
cently said: 
“I have read President Roosevelt’s 
recent message, and I think Europe 
regards him as a man of great force 
and ability and has confidence in his 
absolute integrity. 
You have great 
problems to solve and conditions to 
remedy. We have an interest in what 
you do. Fifty years ago the financial 
world was divided Into separate money 
centers. 
Slow means of communica­ 
tion caused each capital to be depend­ 
ent to a great extent upon its own re­ 
sources. 
“Now, however, the entire financial 
world Is combined. 
The old centers 
are closely Interwoven. W hat affects 
one affects the other. Therefore your 
financial panic and its causes are of 
much interest to us hi London. If our 
financial structure had not been very 
sound I hesitate to think w hat might 
have happened to us a t the time of 
your October crash. As it was we pull­ 
ed through practically without a fail­ 
ure. I will not say we did not feel Its 
effects. 
“It strikes me-that you have serious 
ueed of remedying your conditions. 
You cannot go on having panic after 
panic every few years. 
It weakens 
both your prestige and your structure. 
America 
has wonderful natural re­ 
sources and has made wonderful prog­ 
ress. 
We divide that progress into two 
classes—the legitimate and the Illegiti­ 
mate. 
The legitimate you must care­ 
fully foster. 
It is very easy to over­ 
step the line and cripple it. 
Hasty, ill 
advised legislation often proves worse 
than no legislation at all. 
I am a firm 
believer in liberalism, in freedom of 
action, of too few rather than too many 
hampering laws, and, having found the 
best remedy, apply it. 
“There seems to be general agree­ 
ment that your currency system has 
proved inadequate, and various legis­ 
lative measures are proposed to im­ 
prove it. 
If I may venture a sugges­ 
tion, I would say that before adopting 
hasty laws it might be well to get the 
advice of an expert commission on 
what is best to be done. 
Choose a 
body of men—distinguished men who 
understand the subject thoroughly and. 
above all. men who have the confidence 
of the public—and let them draft the 
needed reforms. 
You have men who 
are above personal interest. 
“To my mind, one of the greatest 
evils of any nation is the influence of 
pernicious lobbying in behalf of spe­ 
cial interests. Having obtained the rec­ 
ommendations of your experts, enact 
legislation in accordance. 
Then the 
chances are that you will have fewer 
mistakes to correct than might happen 
after hasty action. 
“You will pardon my criticism that 
one Important thing you lack in the 
United States is concentrated, forceful 
public opinion. 
I am speaking now in 
reference to what I call your illegiti­ 
mate progress. 
Your people do not 
seem to put into practical effect their 
condemnations. 
They permit evils to 
continue and patronize them because of 
the temporary profits they derive. They 
do ifot always withdraw their support 
and frown down upon practices that 
are wrong. 
You need that kind of pub­ 
lic opinion which will inflict its punish­ 
ments upon wrongdoers. 
This force 
need not always come from the general 
public. 
It may be confined to a small 
circle. 
“There is no law in England to pre­ 
vent a bank from devoting tis much of 
its funds as its directors please to sup­ 
porting any stock speculation or enter­ 
ing a risky undertaking. 
But such 
things quickly become known to other 
bankers, and the practice is checked 
by their disapproval. 
“The position of your tru st compa­ 
nies. combining banking with trustee­ 
ship, seems strange. 
You have plenty 
of banks to afford ample banking fa­ 
cilities without the trust companies, 
which appear to enjoy rather wide lat­ 
itude. 
This condition, I believe, needs 
remedying. 
“Although the people of the United 
States are exceptionally active and 
progressive, yet they are curiously con­ 
servative in stam ping out evil customs 


j that have gradually grown up. 
They 
hesitate to remedy and are slow to 
punish.”
